“ Poorly arranged, insanitary 
f a r ­ 
rowing hou ses are resjx msible 
for 
fifty percent of deaths du e to inju ry 
and disease,” said a recent state­ 
ment of Pu rdu e Univ ersity . “When 
farrowed in late winter and 
early 
spring, the first two or three weeks 
may lie considered the critical per­ 
iod in the life of the pig. There is a 
marked difference between the 
v i­ 
tality and ability to resist disease of 
the well eared for pig and one that 
has not been so fortu nate.” 
If the farrow ing hou ses and y ards 
hav e not been pu t in good condition, 
and giv en a thorou gh cleaning and 
disinfecting this shou ld be done.

Ev ery farm in Ru -h Cou nty lias at 
least a small patch of grou nd; an 
old strawberry bed, a hog lot, a dis­ 
carded barn y ard, or a piece of clo­ 
v er or alfalfa sod, which more nearly 
meets the needs of the potato than 
any other place on the farm. These 
are tisu aly well drained and 
being 
fertile contain al>ov e the 
av erage 
amou nt of plant food and organic 
matter, things which are absolu tely 
essential for large y ields. 
So 
the 
mall grower will find little trou ble 
in picking ou t a -pot for his potato 
patch. 


The larger grower shou ld remem­ 
ber that potatoes do best 
on loose 
loam which may be inclined to sandy 
for the 
earlier 
potato 
plantings. 
Plenty of organic m atter is essential 
as it o |>eiis u p heav ier ty pes of soil. 
To tho-e as well as higher soils it 
adds fertility and giv es them 
the 
ability to hold larger qu antities 
of 
water. 
Ev en thou gh y ou hav e a 
fertile 
piece of 
soil 
for 
y ou r 
potatoes 
pread well rotted manu re ov er 
it 
now at the rate of at least fifteen or 
twenty load- to the acre. Fresh m a­ 
nu re* shou ld be added with cau tion 
as it has a tendency to make 
scab 
worse and often dry - ou t the 
soid. 
Where fresh manu re 
is added 
it 
diou ld be applied now and thorou gh- 
y worked u p with the soil in the 
early spring and followed immed- 
ately by deep breaking. 
For early plantings the'grou nd is 
best fall plowed bu t if this has not 
been done plow as early as possible 
in the spring.

Commercial fertilizer may well be 
idded to ou r potato patches if they 
iav c been manu red.

ibou t 2 percent nitrogen, 12 percent 
phosphoric acid and fi percent pot­ 
ash is best. In many parts of In­ 
diana su ch a fertilizer has increased 
y ields on the av erage of 23 bu shel 
per acre u nder farm conditions.
